Workman Powderly has issued a secret 
- circular to the Knights of Labor of 
America which has just been made pub- 
lic. 
The address opens with an order to 
cease initiating new members until the 
relations of capital and labor shall be- 
come less strained than at present. 
He 
says it is not fair to the older assemblies 
to bring in new members, pick up their 
quarrels as soon as organized and have 
them expect pecuniary aid. 
He warns 
agaiust useless strikes saying: "You 
must submit to injustice in patience for 
awhile longer," He cautions against re- 
ceiTi'ng into their ranks employers and 
warns Knights 
that the politicain ia 
planning night and day how to catch the 
Knights of Labor for the advantages of 
himself and party and adds that to use 
the name of the order in a political con- 
test is criminal and must not occur again. 
He says no order will be issued to sla'ike 
for the eight hour system May 1. 


He continues: 
"While I write a dis- 
patch is handed me in which I read 
these words: 
'They discharged our 
brother and we struck, for you know our 
motto is, 'an injury to one is the concern 
of air. 
Yes, an injury to one is the con- 
cern of all, but it is not wise to injure all 
for the sake of one. It would have been 
far better to continue work and properly 
investigated that matter, bringing it be- 
fore every known tribunal than to have 
struck." 
In 
coaclusion 
the master 
workman says: 
"One of two things 
must take place, either the local and dis- 
trict assemblies of the order must obey its 
laws or I must be permitted to resign 
from a position which obliges me to play 
one part before the public and another 
to our members. 
I say to the world: 
*Kuight8 of Labor do not approve of 
of or eacourage strikes,' and in one day 
dispatches come to me to come lo T roy, 
N. Y.; Manchester, N. H,; Chicago, 
Cincinnati, 
Lynchburg, Va., Spring- 
field, Mo., and Montreal. It is impossi- 
ble for a humane nature to stand the 
strain any longer. I must have the as- 
sistance of the order or my most earnest 
efforts will fail. 
Will I have it? If so, 
strikes must be avoided, boycotts must 
he avoided. No move must be made 
until 
the 
court 
of 
last 
ses- 
sion 
has 
been 
appealed 
to. 
Threats of violence must not be made, 
politicians must be hushed up or drive n 
out, and obedience to the laws oi knight- 
hood must have preference over those of 
any other order. If these things are 
done, the next five years will witness a 
complete emancipation of mankind fro m 
the claws of monopoly. In our mem- 
bers we require secrecy, obedience, us- 
sistance, patience and courage."

covery. 
The secretary's sister and her 
daughter arrived this morning. 


Secretary Manning is a very sick man. 
The true cause of his sudden illness was 
the bursting of a small blood vessel at 
the base of the brain, which caused a 
stroke of apoplexy and the temporary 
paralysis of the lower limbs.

Timber, on the north and West bank of 
tne Maumee river, four miles above Fort 
Meigs, where Anthony Wayne defeated 
the allied nations under Turkey Foot, 
August 20. 1794; Fort Defiance, at the 
confluence of the Auglaize and Maumee 
rivers, 
erected by General Wayne in 
1794; Fort Wayne, at Fort Wayne, Ind., 
at the confluence of St. Joe and St. 
Mary rivers, which was erected by Gen- 
eral Wayne in October, 3 704, and cause 
to be made a survey and full rep-^rt to 
congress of the location, situation and

Queen Opening Parliament—^The Sharp 
Bhonlder Blades of the T.adies at Coart.

liONDOii, Feb. 23.—In these unsettled and 
uneasy times, when the relations betvreen 
rulers and people are becoming, to. say the 
lea-st, a little sta-ained, that monarch is wise 
or well advised, who relaxes habits and cus- 
toms of sublime isolation and regal dignity 
and talces the first steps toward diminisliing 
tbe aA^'ful distance between sovereign 
and 
subjects, a distance which nature never s.-ano- 
tioned and 
humanity is bound to rebel 
against and greatly lessen, if not utterly an- 
nihilate, sooner or later. 
The ancient awe- 
some glory of English royalty fell into de- 
cline and departed this life soon after the 
"divine right of kings" died a violent death 
before WhitehalL 
The constitutional mon- 
archy of Great Britain, hampered and re- 
stricted more and more by the wiU of an in- 
telligent people, is really the most magnificent 
sham in the world; an<^ yet conservative 
England, more than any other Protestant and 
progressive nation, is bent on keeping up and 
jealously guai'ding certain ancient regal fomis, 
ceremonies and pageants, while beginmng to 
admit that they have lost their old time use 
and significance—are even becoming irksome, 
cumbrous and absurd anachronisms. 
Some 
expect little more of them than ^ a t they will 
last out the queen^s time. 
AlTOut that vir- 
tuous and august lady still lingers something 
of the romantic interest and tender respect 
which enfolded her and enhaJoed her in the 
days when she was young, fair and joyous, 
keeping alive a chivalric loyalty; at least, in 
such of Iior subjects as can remember that 
roseate period of the Victorian era, but there 
are signs that yotmg England is gofcting a lit- 
tle restive iiiider the dull rule of '"the old lady 
of Balmoral,'' as boA s of to-ilay would bo dis- 
conti^nted in the "Danio's .school" of their 
fathei-s. 
They cry out here and there for 
gayer or "garner" times; for a live monarchy 
and a lively court, or a republic in full blast. 
Perhaps 
from an instinctive 
perception, 
rather than actual knowl(?dge of this mild, 
but increasing disaffection, there ai'e indica- 
tions of relenting from Windsor—of a break- 
hig u p of the long winter of the queen's 
"discontent"—rifts 
in the cold, 
gray 
clouds of her olistinate secltision: 
It is an- 
nounced that she is actua-Uy resolved to wit- 
ness, in a hall called after her Albert, a pub- 
lic musical entoi'tainment—nothing gay and 
worldly—something about death, I believe— 
the "il/or-s ci Vita''' of Gounod, and also in- 
tends to see a tragedy at the Lyceum theatre, 
something German in origin—an English vei^ 
sion of "Faust." 


It is pleasant to think that her majesty has 
at last "forgiven the Lord"—to use the words 
of a good old Quaker. 
Such profound, pro- 
longed excessive and obsessive mom-ning has 
seldom been known in lofty or lowly con- 
ditions. 
It certainly, at the first, had an ele- 
ment of mild madness in it. 
For a long time, 
for instam-e, the quoi'ii never went for a drive 
without bn\ ing Prince Albert's stick in the 
carriage bj" lu-r side. 
Every day she had his 
dinnei' di-«'ss i-egnlarlj- laid out in bis dressing 
room, ami his place kept, and his plate laid 
at tliii tixble. 
Doubtless the opera frequenters 
and lirst-cla.ss theatre atidfences will go wild 
with jo\ ,tt sight of her maje.sty in the royal 
box, iait her gracious act will not profoundly 
move the mighty outside world of London. 
The populace no longer enthuse over her in the 
old way, which made her every drive tlu-ough 
her capittd a ti-iuniphal progress—every visit 
to the opera or play an ovation. 
The Loudon 
correspondent of The Maaichester Guardian 
described 
very 
vividly 
the latest 
royal 
pageant—her n la jest}' going to We,stmüister, to 
open parlianiL'iit, through snow, sleet and un- 
imaginal)le dreariness and appalling ugliness 
of .mud, slush, fog, and crowds of hulking, 
slouching, un.'iavory I'oughs, bedraggled and 
dripping drabs, and dirty, ragged and shiver- 
ing children, with here and there a group of 
well dressed loyal men and women, mostly 
from the country, who had waited standing in 
the miry streets for many miserable hours for 
a sight of the grand procession, a frank show, 
which English taxpayers at least have a right 
to behold once every year, but which was there 
to be seen for the first time for six long years. 
Yet, as a rule, it is not the hardwocking 
British taxpayei-s, but the street idler and the 
foreign tourist who eagerly lie in wait for 
such sumptuous imperial shows. 


I remember waiting for a n hotn* or so, 
near the entrance to the grotmds of Chiswick 
house, where the Princess of Wales was to 
hold a gfu'den party, w^atchingfor the coming 
of her maj'^sty and the rest of tho royal 
family. 
It was noticed that the driver and 
proprietor of otu- ,landau seemed very indif- 
ferent, and some one remarking on it, ho 
growled out: "It's enough for me to feel roy- 
alty in the shaiJe of taxes, without looking 
at it." 
"Won't j-ou even look at your queen?" 
"Nay, I don't care to. Wbj-, mum, it's 
awful to think how much that old woman 
costs us evci y year of her life." 


I shuddered at the "flat blasphemy." 
The correspondent I have referred tode- 
Bcribes^he queen as looking very serious and 
as bowing, when bow she did, quite gravely 
and unsynipathetically to her subjects along 
her way. He adds that there wa.s httl® in 
the people's greeting of their sovereign to call 
for the "becks and nods and wreathed 
smiles." 
But a smaU proportion» of the 
crowd checred at all, and they not heartily, 
giving, in fact, a very different reception 
from tho.se -witnessed in times long past, when 
the sight of Victoria's pleasant face was al- 
ways the signal for glad shouts, and at times 
for an outbreak of the very madness of loy- 
alty. 


The absence of a Uvely enthusiasm on this 
occasion was ascribed to the weather. W e 
lay everything unpleasant to the weather this 
•winter—illness, -insanity, ill temper, suicide, 
murder, conspiracy and sudden death; but I 
fear tliat the coldness, apathy and silence of 
that London populace, chilled, wet, 
snow- 
bliiidetl and fog-choked., as they v.ero, had a 
more lo^iii al 
than 
meteorological 
explan- 
ation. It is that the niat<-i- patriue has, m a 
gi-eat nie;i.suro, weaned the hearts of the Lon- 
doners froui her by her long absenteeism and 
apparent indifference to their love, loyalty 
and commercial interests. 
It is her majesty's 
habit, in her rare visits to her capital, to hold 
a di-awhigrooni, to spend a hall" hoii!* with her 
venerable aunt, tho Duchess of Cambridge, to 
drive like the son of Wimshi, her escort, oH 
the full gallop, her landau passhig Uke a flash 
past the opcu-mouthed and ea^r-eyed people, 
and for this reason she dislikes pageants and 
processions hke that of the 31st of January, in 
which she has to assume regal state, submit to 
measured movement and be longer on parade. 


She woulil rather be ti-udging about visiting 
the cottages a t Balmoral and 
distributing 
flannel petticoats to the old dames, or making 
tea on some heathery hillside. 
Yet she can- 
not say of her capital: 
"I have not loved its 
world, noi- its world me." 
There was a time 
when, as she avei-s, she "was wretched away 
from London"—that time when aU London 
adored her for maliing it attractive and pros- 
perous by a gay, yet refined, court, and by 
generous expenditure. 
Then her happy, 
kindly face was not a rare sight; then her 
wci-e npl like pale «fleams of wlstaf 


snndifaie, trnt'shone cheerQy on aU gathertngs 
of her faithful subjects. 
There are traditions 
that before her marriage with Prince Albert 
whofras a great stickler for propriety and 
etiquette, she even sometimes indulged in 
bursts of hearty, human laughter before the 
world. 
She was very fond of a good farce, 
and grew merry before its uproarious fim, like 
other folk. 
It is recorded that one night, over 
a bit of Buckstone's acting, something not too 
delicate or refined, she sent forth a shout, or 
scream of exuberant mirth, which was, of 
course, echoed by aU the house, and for days 
after seemed to ring through loyM .London. 
If Buckstone had not been a popular come- 
dian, that royal caehination would have made 
him one. 


A n aj^ast friend of mine tells a little story 
of how he heard the queen's langh in th« first 
part of her reign. I n his boyhood he visited 
London, and, ascertaining the time of the 
royal afteraoon drive, went and stood for 
horn's before Buckingham palace to see her 
little majesty come forth, his soul filled with 
poetic reverence for the fair maiden sovereign. 
A t last, out dashed the guards; then came the 
postillions, bobbing up and down on blooded 
bays; then she came, seated In an open car- 
riage, with her mother. A great shout, in 
which oiu- Swedish friend joined, Avent up, 
but before the girl queen cotdd acknowledge 
it something in the crowd excited her quick 
sense of hmnor, and she burst into a laugh, 
clear and silvery, but by no means low-toned, 
throAving back her head at the same moment 
so suddenly that her bonnet fell off on her 
shoulders. 
Then 
everybody laughed, well 
pleased to witness her undignified struggle 
with her headgear—for bonnets were bomiets 
in those days. 
Pictures of Victoria's head 
m one remind 
us of a small 
samt's 
in a very big halo. 
Now, every slightest sign 
of royal rLsibiUty is made much of. 
AU ac- 
counts of the opening of parliament speak 
of her majesty having "smiled" at that most 
ridiculous sight—^the rushing, pushing 
and 
crowding—^the "grand and lofty tumbling" 
of her "faithful commons" iiito their inade- 
quate pen in the chamber of peers, to hear 
the speec-li from the tin-one and see the show. 
Yet on huinanitaj-ian, if not political grounds, 
I think it Ls weU the queen does not oftener 
open parliament or hold drawing rooms, as 
those ceremonials must absolutely take place 
in the Tviost inclement 
season, and as her 
majesty insists on the rigifl observance of the 
cruel old court laws as to the costume of 
ladies—feathers on the head, nothing warmer 
than jewels on neck and ariiLs, little on body 
or feet. 
Much ilhiess, and eveit death, fol- 
lows every such .state event. 
The gracious 
lady is thinning out her aristocrac}'. 
She has 
a peculiar horror of caloric, believes in the 
preservative properties of cold, and all those 
who are with her are obliged to submit to the 
heroic and zcroic treatment. 


It is s.T.id that noble 3"Ouiig ladies, a.si:)irtng 
to the position of maids of honor, prepare 
themselves by spending an hour or two a day 
In a refrigerfitor. 
The London coirespondent 
of 
one of the Milan 
newspapers 
dwells 
pathetically on the sufferings of the ladies in 
the house of lords on that fearfully inclement 
Thursday, when they sat, stripped almost to 
the waist, all through the ceremonial, and 
the reading of an unusually long speech, blue 
with cold and shivering visibly. 
He speaks 
also of the ••horrid museum of skin and bones" 
ftimishcd by the old and thin pt^eresses and 
rendered all the more ghasLl\' by diai^iond 
illumination, aiul adds that tbe <iuwn "looks 
on tho sight complacently, as tboncrh she had 
as intense an admii-ation for tlie sha.rp shoul- 
der blades of ladies as for the naked knees of 
her bony Scots." I t is said that Princess
